THE MICHIGAN Press 
Association, the professional and 
trade group which counts more 
than 300 Michigan newspapers, 
both dailics and weeklics, among 
its membership, every winter 
invites Michigan’s governor to 
address its annual convention. The 
2010 version met last weekend. 

Over the years, most governors 
have seemed happy to show up, 
often to try out ideas for their 
annual State of the State address to 
the legislature and the Michigan 
public, which usually closely fol- 
lows the MPA conference. 

This year, Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm took a pass, explaining 
that the timing was too near State 
of the State time. For six of her 
first seven years in office, she had 
spoken to MPA conventions. 

On the same day the MPA 
opened its 2010 convention, Gov. 
Granholm appeared this year 
before the Lansing Rotary Club 
and unfoaded a bagful of proposals 
she expects to offer during her last 
year as governor. 

These included plans to reduce 
the public payroll by luring state 
workers and local schoo] employ- 


ees into early retirement, hike - 


employee share of health-care 
costs, end lifetime health care for 
legislators, push early release for 
some state prison inmates, set a 
two-year budget cycle, audit state 
contracts and review all tax 
exemptions cach two - years, 
require all new laws that spend tax 
dollars to include ways to pay the 
bill, devise a single health care 
plan for public employees at all 
levels, end legal immunity for drug 
companies, permit absentee voting 
for any reason and streamline elec- 
tion practices, tighten ethics stan- 
dards for public officials, better 
regulate corporate campaign 
spending. 

Whew! That’s quite an ambi- 
tious agenda for a final-term gov- 
ernor, without even touching 
spending and revenue programs 
tied dictated by a $1.6 billion or so 
budget deficit already on the hori- 
zon. 

One lesson to be learned from 
this set of events is that maybe 
because Gov. Granholm is in her 
final lap as governor, she doesn’t 
feel any need to buddy up with 
newspaper people anymore.

On the other hand, maybe the 
governor feels that Lansing 
Rotarians provide a more receptive 
audience for her ideas than she 
would find among newspaper 
folks.

We have just ended what 
ranks as perhaps the most 
difficult. and challenging 
year for Michigan, and our 
nation, since } came to the 
Senate.

The Grayling = City 
Council, last week, 
approved upgrades that 


will make the city’s Nature 
Center and AuSable River 
Park more user friendly for 
techies, 

The council agreed to 
have wireless Internet and 
broadband cable service 
added at the Nature Center. 


The Nature Center was 
developed after the 
Devereaux Memorial 


Crawford County Library 
opened in 2001, 

Grayling received a 
$349,000 Department. of 
Natural Resources grant to 
remode} and rehabilitate the 
building, install rest rooms 
for AuSable River Park 
users, make the facility 
American With Disabilities 
Act compliant and create 
more parking for the Nature 
Center and the park. The 
cost of the overall project 
was $600,000. 

The goal of the Nature 
Center is to highlight the 
AuSable River and 
Manistee River, and the 
community’s history tied to 
the lumber industry, trout 
fishing and canoe racing. 

The building is also avail- 
able for groups and organi- 
zations to hold meeting and 
events. 


“We hope that adding the 
Internet and cable service 
will promote the better ut- 
lization of the Nature 
Center for governmental 


agencies and non-profit 
groups.” said Grayling City 


Manager David Thayer. 

In addition, the wireless 
Internet service will allow 
people with laptop comput- 
ers (0 do research, check e- 
mails and check in with 
social network websites 
while in the park. 

Last year, Thayer said the 
city donated some wireless 
Internet service equipment 
to the Grayling Regional 
Chamber of Commerce, 
which has its offices located 
next to the park. 

Thayer said that) equip- 
ment allowed limited access 
to the Internet, and the new 
equipment should allow 
people to connect to. the 
Internet in the park's pavil- 
ion and in the park itself,
